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AN OPEN T.ETTER TO THE CLAN MACDONALD 



Dear Clan, 

No doubt, emboldened by sentiment, you have made numerous resolutions 
for 1958, promised yourself that you will turn over a new leaf and start the year with 
a "clean slate''. May I extend every wish for your success in whatever new ventures 
you may contemplate and, express the hope that your zeal and determination, mustered 
by honest desire, will help you to overcome those difficulties which are sure to present 
themselves with the passage of time and, that you will, sooner rather than later, attain 
your goal. 

While I can no longer claim to know you all may I, as an old member of the 
Clan suggest that everyone, old and new, together dedicate themselves to this pledge 
for 1958: to the acquisition of knowledge, not as a means of merely ensuring success 
in January and April nor as an end in itself; but as the basis of that attitude of mind and 
intellectual freedom which constitutes the cherished heritage of the true student. 
Dedicate yourselves to the acquisition of a reservoir of knowledge which time will fill 
with the waters of wisdom, later to flow through the viaducts of the mind into the great 
expanse that is philosophy. 

Dedicate yourselves further to the generation of new ideas and let these ideas 
in discussion blossom into attitudes which serve as the basis of your actions. May I 
commend to you these words of Jerome Frank, "New ideas, if foul - to work, often 
proliferate other ideas of value; the birth control of ideas may, then, kill off a huge 
potential family of ideas". So when next you foregather at the "Students*" Coffee Shop 
be not so concerned as to what occurred between John and Mary across the tracks 
last night; or who picked up who at Joe's and went where; or who did what to who or 
what on the campus; nor for that matter speculate about the strength of Sampson in 
overcoming the demure Delilah. Rather, turn your efforts to the contemplation of 
life as you live it, and, however vaguely, as you conceive of the attitudes and processei 
embodied therein. Dedicate yourselves through habituation of thought to develop some 
'*world view", some philosophical attitude through active processes rather than by 
passive acquisition in time. 

It is through this union of factual knowledge and abstract generalisation, 
and only in this way that such an attitude will be developed. It is this balance of 
mind as Alfred North Whitehead points out, that "is the salt which keeps life sweet" 
and a tradition which the universities should transmit "as a widespread inheritance 
from genexation to generation" . 

Dedicate yourselves above all to question that which is imposed on you in 
the name of authority. But rebel not in the cause of arrogant youth, but with reason 
and aforethought, and in defense of those principles sacred to the individual and those 
privileges which alone are yours as students. Do this, as Bertrand Russell has 
written, with "... .a quality of energy and personal initiative, of independence of 
mind and of imaginative vision" which our forefathers have shown in past decades 
and which has been most evident at those periods of transition which have ushered 
in new era in our civilization. Such a period of transition characterises life in the 
20th century and it is your responsibility as students of today and leaders of tomorrow 
to see that humanity at large emerges successfully from perhaps the most severe 
struggle it has yet had to contend with for mental and physical survival. It is an

DIRECTOR OF HOME ECONOMICS SERVICE TO JUDGE BOOTHS 

At this year's Royal, one of our distinguished visitors is Miss Helen 
Cercher. Miss McKercher, who is Director of Home Economics Service, Extension 
rich, of the Ontario Department of Agriculture, is from Dublin, Ontario. She 
led dietetics at Macdonald Institute, where at that time there was no degree course 
lable, and she qualifies as a dietitian by interning in the Ottawa Civic Hospital for 
Children. Her first job was with the Ontario Department of Agriculture, where 
was assigned to York County. There she gave short courses and conducted coach- 
classes to prepare girls for judging competitions. Next she was Home Economist 
Wellington, Dufferin, Middlesex and Perth. In 1943 Miss McKercher left there 
>in the Royal Canadian Navy. She was one of the first four dietitians in the 
idian Navy and she took on the job of 'Victualling*' of ten thousand men daily who 
- scattered about in six different areas. After the war Miss McKercher enrolled 
ornell and completed her bachelor's degree in foods and nutrition, and then 
red the graduate school and studied for a master's degree in extension education, 
r working with the Ontario Department of Agriculture as supervisor of home 
omics education for two years, she worked with the federal department of Fisheries. 
5 J4cKercher returned to the Ontario Department of Agriculture to accept her present 
tion. Here at Macdonald we bid a hearty welcome to Miss McKercher and to our 
r distinguished visitors today. 



RED CROSS VISITS MACDONALD 

The poster in the foyer read, '^DonU duck it, give a Buckit, " and last 
Tuesday the students at Mac set out to give their buckit of blood. The men's gym 
was transferred for the day into a donor center, all complete with beds, tables, 
chairs and an abundance of hot coffee and doughnuts. From ten o'clock in the 
morning until six o'clock in the evening students and faculty came to the gym to 
give blood which might in turn save many lives. At stake was the Birks Trophy, 
which is presented to the class with the highest percentage of donors. The Home- 
makers and Diploma students won this trophy for the fourth consecutive year, with 
a 92.9%. The Junior class and the Soph Class followed, but quite a way behind the 
winners of the trophy. Only one other class has won the Birks Trophy since it was 
first presented five years ago. The total number of donors was two hundred and 
ninety-nine, but this was only 49.6% of the student body here at Mac. So next year 
when the Red Cross once again comes for our help let's give even more generously 
than we gave this year, they need our help. 

CUPID'S FIESTA
